In £772 an exaét ftate of the funds of the Charity Work-Houfe was 
made up by acommittee of the Town-Council and a committee of the 
Managers, from whith it appeared, that, daring the eight precedinz 
years, the expences of the houfe had exceeded its income in the sum 
of 4461. 19s. 7d. Stetling yearly. : 

By this deficiency the debts of the Houfe gradually increafed, and a- 
mounted in January 1782, to 14291. If s. 74.4. Sterling, and the Ma- 
nagers, being alarmed at the extent of this debt, applied to the Magi- 
{trates and Council for a voluntary contribution, ‘which they did not 
think expedient at that time, but they gave afflurance that a contribu- 
tion would be appointed the enfuing year. 

Upon the faith of this affurance, the Managers, in Jannuary 1782, bor- 
rowed a large fum upon their perfonal fécurity, for fupplying the urgent ne- 
ceffities of the Houle, and without whi¢h the Houfe could’ not have been 
longer fupported ; and at prefent the debts of the Houfé amount.to the 
alarming fum of two THOUSAND Pounds Sterling and upwards, 

‘The number of oldand young, tupported by the Houfe, amount at 
prefent to 1080 perfons, being tie greateft number that has been any 
year fupported by the Houfe for twenty-four years palt; and exceeds 
the number upon the Houfe for the preceding year in 129 perfons. 
Befides thefe, a number of indigent tamilies are in ufe to receive occa- 
fional fupplies from the Managers onceé a fortnight, which, in former 
years, amounted only to fifteen, but of late they have increafed to one 
hundred and upwards. 

The war in which the nation has’been engaged for fome years patt, 
has unavoidably brought the wives and children of many failors and fol- 

-. diets to be burdens upon the public ; and while the pretent fcarcity and 
dearnefs of provifions have encreafed the expences of the Houfe, they 
have alfo encreafed the number of the poor. 

As the Charity Work-houfe of Edinburgh has, on all oceafions, ex- 
perienced the benevolence and protection of the Public, the Managers 
beg leave to exprefs their hopes} that in this {cafon of general fearcity, 
when provifions are fo véry high, the debts of the Houle fo great, and 
the objeéts of this charity fo very humerous, the virtuous and well dif- 
pofed will fee the neceflity of raifing a fund by a liberal contribution for 
diminithing thefe debts, and fupplying the immediate wants of the 
Houfe ; for unlefs the public thall interpofe in a liberal manner, this hu- 
mane’and ufeful charity muft of neceffity be given up.

If it were poflible to put afide the bittér cup the adverfities of 
this country psefented tome, you know I would have, done it 5 
but you called fur peace: To make it in the circumitances 
which your Lordthips all know I ftood in, was moft arduous. 
Iu this point nothing could be more grievous to me. Neither 
in public or in private life is it my charatter to defert my 
friends ; I had but the alternative—Either accept the terms, 
faid Congrefs, of our recommendation to the States, in favour 
of the Colonifts, or continue the war, It is in our power to 
do no more than recommend. Is there any man who hears 
me who will clap his hand on his heart, and ftep forward and 
fay, 1 ought to have broken off the treaty? If there be, 1 am 
fure he neither knows the ftate of his.country, nor yet has he 
paid any attention to the wifhes of it. But {till I do not de- 
{pond with refpect to the loyalifts; I rely upon the wifdom, 
the honour, and the temper of the Congrefs. They were cau- 
tious in wording their treaty, left they fhould pofhibly give of- 
fence to the new States, -whofe conftitutions had not advanced 
to thofe habits of appearance aad {trength that banifhes all fu- 
fpicions. And, believe me, they do the Loyalifts the offices 
not of friends who furmifé doubts on this oceafion. But fay 
the worft; and that, after alf, this eftimable fet of men are not 
received and cherihed in the bofom of their own country. Is 
England fo loft to gratitude, and all the feelings of humanity, 


tas uot to afford them an afylun? Who can be fo bafe as -to 


think fhe will refufe it te them? Surely it cannot be that no- 
ble-minded man, who would plunge his country again knee- 
deep in blood, and faddle it with an expence of twenty annual 
millions, for the purpofe of reftoring them. “Without one drop 
of blood fpilt, and without one-fifth expence of one year’s cam- 
paign, happinefs and eafé can be given the Loyalifts in as am~ 
ple a manner as thefe bleflings were ever in uicir enjoyment ; 
therefore let the outcry ceafe on this head. 

We will now, my’ Lords, contider the articles with France ;

fes. The caufe was brought before Lord Monboddo. Ordina- 
ry, who prolonged the time for determining the wager, ull che 
rath of March, and foundjM+ Carmelet ntitled to dtlinountjand 
lead -hishorfe down hill.—-igainft this interlocutor, Mr Gillies 
reclaimed to the Court.
